Dr Booker 7 Warkington Critcized 


An Flaborate Review of the Policy 
, of the Great Educator _His Poe, 
sItion False to True 
Manhood.

Please allow me to present an article 
to the valuable columns of your great 
paper on the **Race Problem.” It 
being the first time of my life that T 
have ever attempted to write on this 
great subject. 

So I begin by saying 
©*:nent in 18. 

Now, to make my point brief, No 
one can better speak of the real needs 
of a race than one of the same 'v ho has 
been reared with the masses. and has 
snffered with them the untold hard- 
ships of life and has a broad experience 
of _ their _ circumstances. Now, jnst 
take the pains to compare the prerent 
with the past, for instance, as an ex-> 
ample. There is Prof, Booker T. 
Washington, Prevident of the State 
Normal Industrial and Agricultural 
School, at Tnskegee, Ala., who is labor- 
ing hard to educate a vast number of 
colored pupils to be skillfall in the arts 
of labor, to be able to meet the demands 
of a varied emergency in the commer- 
cial world, and is being lorded every 
where by the great Anglo-Saxon race 
as the apostle of learning among tbe 
colored race. 

Be this as it may, I don't know just 
what either he or \his great host of 
learders will think of my $statement, 
**the truth is trath.*ZI am forced to 
*say that while I have no objections to 
his methods of training the hands of 
his pupils for usefnlness in the domes- 
tical pursnits of life, yet I do object to 
his doctrine as a raee leader. Toteach 
the whole race to be less than men, is 
to blight their whole being as a unit, 
and this is just what he does when he 
says to his race, that they must **ex- 
chew from politics.” Snch doctrine is 
against the laws of natnre, for no race 
has ever been known to rise to & com- 
mon level with other races, in keeping 
pace with the times, in any age, who 
exebewed from politics, For instance, 
the only men of the teaming thousands 
of the Israelites, who were ever styled 
as a great race leaders, dnring their 
affliction in Egypt, was Joseph, the 
ON of Jacob, who was «old by his 
brothers into bondage and became a 
slave in Egypt. 

When he had served an nnjust term 
of imprizonment, he was afterwards 
promoted to governorship of Egypt and 
became the execntivre of the Egyptian 
government, and the second one was 
Moses of the reins of the tribe of 
Tadea, born of sIave parents who hail 
enslaved and exchewed from 
politics, aud became hewers of wood 
and drawers of water and general bur- 
den bearers, and not a leader conld 
be found among six hnndred thousand 
people who was noted for their scien- 
tific «kill in all the industrial arts of 
labor and that only served to tighten 
the reins of the government, against 
their enfranchizement, and their hor- 
rifying condition grew worse and 
worse each day nntil God saw fit to 
take the matter in hand and relieve 
them of their snffering which termi- 
nated into gradnal extermination 
by execnting every male infant 
of the prescribed race. At thif point 
God bezan to work to relieve them of 
all their great distress. The doctrines 
of the Bible cannot be refnted, **He 
thi exalts himself shall be made 
abase.” Pharaoh reigned and triumph- 
el in snpremacy to the fnllness of his 
Inst, nntil God began His mysterions 
work to overrnle and bring deliver- 
ance toa doomed race. It is here plain- 
ly «een that God intends for the ont- 
caxt and downtrodden to be led by 
men of their own race, and of the 
highest grade and cnlture; thus He 
made an example of the Israelites for 
all times to come, and to all races and 
nations. No one cat say that God was 
not able to exalt the very hnmblest,-s0 
it was His ptans in this cave to—raise 
them pp a leader of **their own tribe, 
of the ame lineages and tongne.” 
Thus Moses was horn of humble, pious 
parents, tho" they were slaves, yet 
they trusted in Providence to pnt their 
ehild where he might he rescned by 
merey—not knowing Go1's plans; 
thus he was saved; the only one of his 
race, of his age spared and blessed 
and bred with sufficient intellectnal 
«kill to be able to-understand the laws 
of Egypt in all their procedures, with 
the knowledge to 'mete ont the same, 
and in the fullness of time, when be 
had ample experience, was commanded 
to go tothe king's palace and approach 
the king for the freedom of his people. 
Not to the shops of mechanical or ag- 
ricultural employment aud offer to do 
s0me skillfol art as a sacrifice 
for the king, that he might 
let his, people go free; nor did hego to 
the wn to find zome great 
«pices to offer the king that he might 
induce him to enfranchise his people 
and reteasc them from their great bur- 
dens, But God commanded Moxes to 
go to Pharaoh, and with divine author- 
ity,-and demand of him the libera-

month rent for the honses, and in 
most places they have been paying 
2 to 4 to 5 rent per acre for the lands 
for years; aud if they attempt to buy 
they are either refused or the land is 
put to them at ganch & high 
price that they can never pay for it. 
I knvw of scores after 8cores of Negros 
today who are living in honses fot fit 
for a horse stable and paying high 
rents for the «ame. Many.of them are 
atriving amidst just -«nch cirenm- 
Stances to have their + sons and 
danghters ednecated, and when they 
are through school and return home 
there is nothing for them to do bunt to 
hoe cotton and corn like they did be- 
fore they were edncated, They can 
nbt all be school teachers, for they 
never have more than &« sixty days 
achool in most places where the bulk 
of them live, and in most 
places these are entirely under the con- 
trol of white trustees, who either get 
a part of his salary and control his 
politics, or he gets uo school to teach, 
and if the party be a female, in many 
eases she has to give a part of her sal- 
ary or cater to the lustrons wishes of 
of s0me villain, who is secking and 
working in every way to the down- 
ment of her and her race, or she gets 
no school. In the majority of cases 
it is thus, either money, manhood or 
virtue. This may seem very plain, 
bat it is trae. This is what our better 
elass of colored teachers are being con- 
fronted with in this country, althongh 
they haven't nerve enongh, many of 
Hem, to make it known to the pnblic, 
and numbers of them of the better 
class are thus forced to idleness 
through these nnjast channels and 
their nsefnlness destroyed, and they 
are just rasting ont and the schools in 
many places are being contracted to 
teachers of a baser +cort and lower 
grade who will agree with the white 
man in every way, and in most places 
never pay over $38 to $45, sometimes 
it runs np to $60 to $65 per term 

I know, of a cafe here in the state 
where there was $600 appropriated for 
the public «chools in one towuship 
and there was only ten white 
students 1mm the township to 
share this money. There was about five 
hundred colored pupils and the white 
school got $375 of that money and an 
eight months term, while the colored 
papils got three months term and the 
$225 was divided between five colorg 
teachers. This fact is a fair «showing 
that-the-SXegro.''iisn't in it. Now to

We look on Mr. Washington's great 
methods of uplifting the Negro race, 
as «a whole, mnch in this light. The 
ol1 adage of the «killed dog might be 
quoted to explain one clause of 
thonght. There was once & big dog 
that was trained to go to the market. 
One evening as he was returning from 
the market, jnst as he was croxsing & 
stream of water —the moon was shin- 
ing very bright —he chanced to ee his 
own shadow. in the water, aud he im- 
agined he bad met another dog and 
dropped his piece of beef in the watar 
to-grab the other dog's piece, which 
seemed to be much larger than his, 
and at this point ho lost al], being 
lifted ont of his wits through wmnagi- 
nation. $0 I fear that it will be thus 
with Mr. Waehington's methods, for 
God knows there are more «killed Ne 
groes tolay than there are jobs for 
them 

Lord Wolzeley was once on &« tonr of 
inspe-tion in the north of Ireland and 
visitel the garrison schools. A little 
girl *aid to him, **Do you know every 
tink?” and, in an nngnarded moment, 
the soldier said *'yes.” Then can 
you tell me where yesterday 1s gone 
and where tomorrow comes from?” 
At this point the lord was obligel to 
admit that He dit Tor know —< Not 
know,” said the child; then you don't 
know every fink and my daddy does,” 

And, in my opinion, if this question 
was to be asked of the s0-called avos- 
tle of learning, he, like the soldier, 
would be obliged to admit that his 
problem solving methods aro not a 
reality, and, after all, the Negro *'isn't 
in it.” 

Quoting from an article that appear 
ed im the Chattanooga (Tenn.) Snuday 
Times, is8ne of February 26, 1899, 
the following are Prof. Booker T. 
Washington's own words as they ap- 
pear in print, He «aid: 

**We don't teach books in our school 
much, but we teach facts,” and 1 
might just add right here that this is 
enongh to certify that his motto 1s «et 
at an ebb tide, entirely too low for 
safety in the time of a rough sea. 

We are living in a progressive age, 
andaf we are to make the voyage of 
life *afely and snccessfally, then, 1 
SRY, Men mnst be placed at the Helm 
who will set their sails at «a $ailyard 
above high ebb - tide, and direct a 
conrse for the lighthonse above the 
8ea level and steer clear of the break- 
ers, and it cannot be done by snch 
class education as Mr. Wasbington 
recommends, and 1f we, as a race, at- 
tempt to cross the sea of snccess by 
his methods, we are liable to be lost in 
the storms, and onr ship dashed to 
pie2es on the brakers. 

If there is' any sign of induxtrial 
$kill making men fit snbjects for na- 
tional services, the Negro is a unit in 
that class and has beoen..a constant 
stndent for 280 years of that achool, 
But 1 disagree with that kind of doe- 
trine ou these grounds, Quoting from 
past records, having read of scores of 
great men of all times and ages, not 
one of them ever arovse to national 
honors —aside from politics. The 
Seriptures say **' What is has been, and 
what has been, is.” If we are to be 
gaided by the Seriptures, then away 
goes Mr, Washington's problem-s0lv- 
ing methods, for no man in the knowl- 
edge of history has ever been pro- 


their promotion, and they all under- 
stood the tactios of law, which served 
to elevate them. They all rose by hav- 
ing « thorough knowledge of the law, 
and the bulk of the great mon of to- 
day that is standing at the head of the 
government, never was nor never will

am forced to ray is where the-zecret 
lay, wrapped in the womb of revoln- 
tion, impregnated with treachery.” 
It is an evident fact that this question 
was not formed of the indnstrial, me- 
chanical or agricultural, generative 
nature; nor either was the body 
of men who served to frarae, shape and 
erect this government, snpposed to 
have been men of that class or versed 
inthe nao of snch a+ farming, indus- 
trial or agricnltural imploments, and 
did not nse them in the progccution 
of their work or labors in completing 
« constitutional code. Boards were 
not used for paper, mortar for ink, 
chisels for writing pens, nor forage 
barns for libraries. Such materisls 
were not necessary, aud thus,we ee 
in the generative order the fate of the 
indastrial skill, that it is degenerative 
to begin and it is totally defunct in 
the end, Thoss men were men of 
high intellectual cnlture and of high 
«tanding in morals and language, in 
politics and in execntive powers, and 
nnotil this right has been accorded t} 
Negro on equal basis with all othe 
races he can never feel like « citizen 
of a conutry clothed in disfranchise- 
ment, barred ont from his rights. 

Bat when he asks for this he is told 
that he is too fart, asking for some- 
thing he doeen't need. If thers is any 
hope for the Ne in America I can't 
eo it; and am f to «ay the Negro 
"*150't in it.” 

Tt has been *aid time and again Hat 
all the colored man needs here in this 
conntry is dirt and money, bunt I dis- 
pute any #nch foolish jesting and none 
but idiots and scnllions will claim and 
hold fo snch idiotiem. The Negro 
has jnst as much showing in law mm 
this country as the two cats that went 
before I1dge Monkey to divide their 
cheene; they got the quarrel, and 
Judge Monkey got tho cheese, $0 It 1s 
with the Negro in this conntry;wheth- 
er he be poor or rich when he goes to 
law with another Negro or @ white 
man he gets tho «nit and the dixsgrace 
and the white man gets the money. I 
know of Negroes here in this tate 
who own good property and dare to 
live-vn-4t,.just becanse_a_ white man 
objects of him having « public cottou 
gin $0 near to his, I know of one 
that was a quite well-to-do farmer who 
had to go to a white gran and ask per- 
mission of him that he might bury 
his wife on his own place, antThe told 
Negro, yes he could bury his wife, bat 
conld not stay any longer. Now, 
what good is that Negro's money and 
land to him? I have seen others taken 
by the sberiff and marched to the 
depot, put on the train and told not 
to core back there any more; all 
this jnst becanse the colored boys 
didu't want to zee their women ran 
over by white men. These facts are 
more proof to me that the Negro 
**:8n't in 1.” 

If we conld all understand our sitn- 
ation and stop howling aronnd hke 
fools about not having lost anything 
in Africa and are not going there to 
find anything, and get there like men 
and go on over. Every one of us that 
can go, the xooner we will be able to 
s0lve this problem by blending our 
industral, agricultural and intellectual 
skill, in one combined force in « free 
land, in & free government. When 
we, like soldiers of Christ, arise and 
harken to the call that has been echoed 
to ns 80 often across the sea from the 
home of the free in the land of the 
brave, let each of ns ask himself the 
question, shall I ever get home where 
| can sing, I bid farowell to every fear 
and wipe my weeping eyes, I ay, all 
hail the day when, my, prayer will be 
every Afro-American's prayer, and we 
can meet and greet each other on Af- 
rica's #unny plains, aud our problem 
will be «vlived. With no snperior race 
to flay ns at the stake, bury us in the 
rivers and lakes, shoot us down like 
mad dogs or swing us to « limb and 
perforate our bodies with bullets and 
then: tell ns that we are Negroes and

First, then, my countrymen, theae 

ontrages heaped upon the N in 
the sonth should not canse us to view 
them as being entirely deplorable; 
for, after all, it is «a fact 
that our own total indolence has been 
the cause of all our present troubles 
and present diflonlties. 
I will admit, fellow countrymen, the 
fact that Rt Hon. H. M. Tarner, D. 
D., Senior Bishop of the A. M. E. 
Church, is doing much to. educate the 
Negro to know himself, to know and 
honor his ilgistrions progenitors, I 
can $ay as much in behalf of the Hon, 
John Mitchell, editor of the **Rich» 
mond Planet,” and T. Thomas For- 
tune of the *'New York Age,” the 
Hon. Chris Perry, publisher of the 
Philadelphia Weekly Tribune, and 
hundreds more conld be named but 
for want of time. 

I had hoped in all my heart that 
when the war against Spain in Cuba 
shonld be ended, and since Americas 
had published 'to the world that ohe 
was intervening in Cubs for humani- 
ty's sake, I had hoped that the swccens 
of American arms in a righteous cause 
wonld also teach America to be brave 
and manly cnongh to defend hamanity 
at home in_America. * 

[ am an American Negro, born in 
the «tate of North Caroliua, educated 
at the Lincoln UVnivervity, Pennsylve- 
nia, als0o greinated at Lake Forezt 
University, Law Department, and 
was admitted to the bar of Hlinois 
in 1891, took the oath to aup- 
port the coustitntion, ete. I am 
therefore an American citizen, even 
thongh I am in Africs and in the **Re- 
pnblic of Liberia,” yot all this bound- 
less Atlantic ocean cannct leagen my 
love for the Negro race in Americs 
Bor-causemeto bold my peace when 
| hear the cry of my people down wn 
that sonthlanud where mob rule, race 
riot, illegal disfranchisement and 
lynching of the poor helpless Negroes 
g0.0n in the even tenor of their way. 

It seems to me that if Americs is 
consistent in her Cuban intervention, 
she would zee the same evil going on 
at home as that which caused the fires 
of patriotism to burn fresh on the al- 
tars of . American liberty, and sent 
thousands of her loyal «ons into Cubs 
to «acrifice their noble lives upon Cu- 
ban soil that the poor, ill treated Ne- 
groes and Indians might have the flag 
of liberty raised in their behalf, and 
in short that they might be be -free- 
men. It seems strange to me, pass- 
ing strange, how & republican form of 
government can, $0 to «peak, maks its 
constitution 80 elastic to extend to & 
foreign power and intervene in hehalf 
of outraged hnmanity and still refuss

Dear Sir—Your favor of Decembgr 
21, 1898, came safe to hand and was 
read with great interest by —_ my 
colleagne, the Hon. Jas. J. Dossen. 
We are, indeed, very sorry to hear of 
the tronbles the Negroes are having to 
contend with in the United States of 
Americs, but we are very proud to 
know that yon, for one, are determin- 
ed to come to Liberia and be « man 
among men. Then come and be wel- 
come! 

We are quite willing to give you 
any information that may be-in our 
power, touching Liberia, and more es- 
pecially Cape Palmas, the place-of our 
birth and home. 

We feel it, more than we can ex- 
press, that the time has come for us 
to bestir onreelves and do what we 
can to. help, in « trathfal way, to 
rightly enlighten the confused ming 
of the American Negro, in order to 
prepare him to return to his father- 
land—the land of prbmise—the land 
where every prozpect pleanes, and only 
man is vile, 

I would like to know from you what 
your people in Texas are thinking 
about tonching the emigration move- 
ment in large nambers to "Liberia by 
the Americo-Africanites? The 20th 
century is rushing upon ns. What do 
they think abont the redemption of 
Africa? Will they be satisfled and al- 
low the white race to control and rule 
the entire world? The white man now 
controls Enrope, Avia. and America? 
Must he be allowed to rale Africa? 
God forbid! For He has given Africa 
a hostile climate to the white man, and 
this has kept millions of them ont of 
it; but still, a «mall namber of them 
will comd, and are willing -to suffer 
and die after the wealth of Africa. 

By this, cannot the Negro «ee and 
know that God has thus preserved Af- 
rica for the African race? Many Ne- 
groes have been here from the United 
States and returned (back) carrying 
false and evil reports abont Liberia. 
8o did ten (10) of the dozen spies that 
weut to spy out the Promised Land of 
Canaan in the days of Moses, Weare 
presently in need of large accessi0ns 
of onr colored brethren to comes out 
and settle among ns, We have several 
places for thousands of them in this 
conntry (Liberia), on the Carally. 
This river has not yet been settled by 
colonized American people. Thongh 
there "are Mizsion stations opened 
thereon, manned by both white Amer- 
ican Missionaries and our trained na- 
tive Liberian. 

The native tribes who inhabit the 
lands along this river are not numer- 
ons as they are along the sea-board. 
The lands are rolling, feRile and heav- 
ily timbered and the forests contain 
rubber and other natural wealth. 

We need the skill and brain of the 
trained American Negroes to come out 
and assist ns in the developement of 
this rich country.

The Atlaata conferences were found- 


ed four years ago and are dexigneld to 


_ each Fear particnlar phases of 
the Negro problem. The first confer- 
ence, in 1896, took np the snbject of 
Negro mortality and collected valna- 
ble statistics, The conference in 1897 
studied over a thonsand Negro homes 
in 18 different cities. The reenlts 
were of great interest and were pub- 
lished by the United States govern- 
ment. All the work of collecting was 
done by Negroes. Laxt year the ef- 
forts of the Negroes toward their own 
social betterment was «tndied. 236 
different institntions doing various 
sorts of henevolent work were re- 
ported, Among these were several 
efforts in co-operative buginess 4 
banks, 4 bnilding asscciations, 2 stores, 
a mill, etc, This led to the anbject 
for this year— The Negro in Bisih&ss. 

Munch bas been aid in the past as 
to the advisability of the Negroes eu- 
tering mereantile purenits, It has 
always been as*nmed in snch discns- 
$10ns that we have few or no Negro 
merchants. The conference therefore 
determined to stndy this matter thor- 
onghly. Hundreds of letters were 
«ent all over the conntry asking for 
information as to Negro business men 
D—z(heir names, addreazes, kinds of 
business pursued, capital invested, etc. 
In all, reports from 1,500 Negro mer- 
chants have been received «0 far and 
these are not half the real nnamber. This 
«hows that we have already & *mal 
«tart in basiness and that with perse- 
verance and intelligent co-operation 
we may look for a wide development of 
mercantile ptrenits in the race during 
the twentieth century, 

Reports' of Negro merchants have 
come in from the following states: New 
York, Pennsylvyania, Delaware, Mary- 
land, District of Colnmbisa, Virginia, 
North Caroliua, Sonth Carolia, CGeor- 
gia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Lonislana, Texas, Arkansas, Tennes- 
«ee, Kentnceky, Ohio, Indians, HNlinois, 
Mis*ouri, Kansas, Nebrasksa, Inflian 
Territory, Colorado and California. 
No reports have been received yet 
from other states and many large cities 
like Cincinnati and Detroit are still to 
be heard from. It 1s earnestly wished 
that all persons knowing of merchants 
of importance in the states not repor- 
ted or 1n places which might be over- 
looked would drop « card to Atlanta 
University. 

The chief busineszxes represented 
are grocery, undertaking, contracting, 
restanrants, drag stores, meat shops, 
etc. Only the large barber «hops were 
reported, which represent consider- 
abl&capital. 

The conference will meet at Atlanta 
University May 30—31, 1899, for three 
or more sessions, In each depart- 
ment of basiness a prominent bus1- 
ness man has been selected to read 
a paper and general discussion will 
ensne. The governor of Georgia will 
make the opening address. Large 
and interesting meetings are expected 
and certainly the opportuuity of meet- 
ing Negro merchants will be unique, 
this being the first general conference 
ever held. In many places merchants 
are meeting and arranging to send a 
delegate. Let the whole country be 
represented and let the Negro people 
*how what they are doing to help 
themselves. 


Letter From Kev. S, W. Ladson.

You will please allow me space 1n 
yonr valuable journal to say that by 
order of Bishop Turner, we reported 
here, at Stinsonville, near Macon, (ia., 
on the 3d of March last. Rev. W. C. 
(Gains, that natural born gentleman, 
not ouly conveyed As to onr people, 
but returned on Friday night to hold 
with ns the Second Quarterly Confer- 
ence. We succeeded in paying him 
up and a few dollars bn back 
We observe that-Elder Gatns, tHke all 
other men, wauts his living, but the 
snccess of the church on all progres- 
sive lines is his heart's delight. We 
took hold of a discouraged people, but 
by steady work we can *ay the little 
station is a'ive to all purposes. Prof. 
J. A. Brooks, who manages the public 
school, also has charge of our Sunday- 
school. 

The church can well congratulate 
herself in having the professor as one 
of her trustees and secretary of the 
church. The professor 1s certainly a 
man who both knows and loves the 
discipline of the church, 

We organized our church and Sun- 
day school into companies, brigades 
and regiments, with the professor as 
colonel of volunteers, and Local 
Preacher S. M. Sledge, colonel of reg- 
nlars, with the ladies of the church as 
majors, the Stewards and trustees as 
captains. 

Why, it infuses snch-a hfe into the 
work as we have never witnessed in all 
these years of our ministry. + Our col- 
lection for Missions was raiged with 
more ease than I have ever seen 1t. 
They fairly protested against being 
mustered ont on Sunday night at 11 
o'clock, We had to promise to re-en- 
list them after 10 days, The follow- 
ing ladies read papers after the chil- 
drens' recitations:

The egg market of Springfield, Mo., 
has become the monst Important factor 
in the commercial growth of the city. 
The territory covered by the Spring- 
field egg dealers is very large, extend- 
ing southward far beyond White River 
into the gecond and third tiers of coun- 
ties in Arkansas. This extenslve re- 
gion, lying beyond the reach of raik 
way transportation, ues Springfield 
as a shipping point, and the egg havler 
is more familiar with the rough high- 
ways leading up the soutbern alopes 
of the Ozarks than any other teamater. 
He makes his regular trips the year 
around, bauling from 1,000 to 1,200 
dozen eggs at a load. From the ex- 
treme southern limit of the Springfield 


to riake the round trip in the winter | 
time, the distance being divided into | 
four or five sections, cach one having | 
its well-established camping place. | 

The egg hauler has a way of trans-| 
porting his fragile freight that would | 
astonish many city people. He does | 
not handle his eggs with great cars, | 
putting each one into a snug little pa- 
per box, as they are «hipped on the | 
cars. He first covers the bottom of his | 
wagon bed with a layer of hay or | 
straw, and then begins to load the eggs 
for the long haul over the roughest 
roads in Mizvourl. The eggs are laid 
in straight rows the long way of the

Ny Brethren, Members and Friends: 
In the onward march of denoming- 
tional schovis thronghont this country, 
the 4, M. E. Connection has Some 
among the brightest of the first mag- 
nitnde, and men at the head of them 
with magnetic electrical brain ctiltiva- 
tion that makes a powerful, as woll as 
a quick and ready brain, prepared and 
capable to deal with the most abstract, 
abstruse and moetaphysical theorems; 
brain whose dormant drowsiness has 
been aroused and yanquisbed, alienat- 
ed,exterminated, learing = clear lnmi- 
nary to preside and rnle in the highest 
empire on earth; (mind) above all, men 
whose Christian requisites are equal 
to their brain culture and whose moral 
sky is clear. 

These are teaching onr race aud our 
children, and deserve our respect and 
support. They are preparing our 
children for the tedions and elaborate 
daties of life.

Their head, 
heart and pocketbook onght always be 
ready for response to this needs 
and calls of the school. I hear but 
little from Presiding Elgers in any 
way relative to onr school, Oar 
Quarterly and District Conferences, 
along with our 8. school conventions, 
etc., are the places where we shonld 
make our urgent appeals for 80 needy 
& cause. TI believe some of abr Elders 
do mention the school sometimes, but 
none of thevse, as far as IT know, or, 
have been able to learn, opens the flood- 
gate of their eloquence and let it flow 
freely and plentifully as they do have 
it flow, for things and canuses of minor 
importance. 
Again, our P, Es. are not as liberal 
as they shonld be, In many cases 
they have been tip too long and I am 
afraid have lost interest in more things 
than one. New blood is needed for the 
proper snocess of the edncational in- 
terest of our work at Selma. It would

2. —THE MINISTERS, 

Many of us, like our Presiding El- 
ders, have lost interest in our school. 
We are too stingy to prosper. Weare 
too narrow in almost every sense of 
the word. NoY, whit hive We acne 
individually, ont of our own pockets 
for the school? How much have we do- 
nated to the school during the past 
decade? We have done but little. 
Honest confession is good for the s0nl. 
Bethren, we onght to wake np and 
bwild up our school; not sit down and 
wait for Presiding Elders, Bishops or 
what not to lead of, We know our 
needs and demands, therefore let ns 
awake to them before we are put to 
ridienle and shame. Oar minntes will 
8how that the North Alabama Confer- 
ence raised for Payne school $638 from 
1894 to 1897, Fifty preachers, to say 
nothing of the thousands of members, 
conld have in the same given time, by 
paying five dollars each per year, rais- 
ed one thonsand dollars. (Something 
is wroug, and it exists among ns «as 
Presiding Elders and ministers). The 
Alabama and Central Conferences have 
done bat little more (if any) per capi- 
ta, One dollar per year is uot enough 
for any intelligent Christian minister to 
give to the great cause of edacation, 
especially when he is 8upported as we 
are supported by our church. Our 
Preaiding Elders get a salary of not 
less than twelve thousand dollars a 
year in this state. The same church 
gives to us (ministers) not less than 
8eventy-eight thousand, seven hnndred 
ant fty dollars for onr salary annual- 
ly, making a total of $90,750 
that the African Methodist Epis- 
copal Ohurch in the satate of 
Alabama pays to her ministry that 
they might be able to meet their obli- 
gatious and not be hampered $0 as to 
disqualify them for the needed work of 
the church, So you{zee we can't claim 
poverty as a pretext to our non support 
to the school, God is blessing many 
of ns with good appointments and 
good salaries and we ought to give out 
of own pockets from two to ten dollars 
every year as Pastors, Presiding El- 
ders onght to give from ten to fifteen 
dollars every year. Do this for three 
or four years and our school will be 
what it ought t» be with the aid of the 
members and friends.
